2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 9 and 15 are allowable because the prior art of record fails to teach an 
optical network comprising... a demultiplexer and a multiplexer merged into a single 
continuous wavelength-selectively reflective structure configured to perform both 
demultiplexing and multiplexing functions... wherein the wavelength-selective structure 
including: a first gate receiving the incoming wavelength-multiplex signal from the pre- 
amplifier, a second gate outputting the supervisory channel to an amplifier, a third gate 
receiving the supervisory channel from the amplifier, and a fourth gate outputting the 
outgoing optical wavelength-multiplex signal; a dispersion compensator receiving the 
outgoing optical wavelength-multiplex signal; and a post-amplifier receiving a dispersion 
compensated outgoing optical wavelength-multiplex signal ...wherein the continuous, 
wavelength-selectively reflective structure is adapted to split off and to insert as the 
supervisory channel a wavelength, the attenuation of which between the input port and 
the amplifier is substantially the same in a pumped state and an unpumped state of the 
pre-amplifier and post-amplifier... 

Claims 10-14 and 16-18 are allowed because they are dependent on allowed 

claims.
